The President Indu'ges in More Vetoes 
of Pension Bills. 


The Contract Labor [Inquiry to Extend 
to the Pacific Coast. 


A Deadlock on the River and Harbor Bill—Pen- 
sions for Ex-)onfederate Soldiers—Some 
of the Big Items of the Sandry 
Civil Appropriation. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The fourth an- 
nual report of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion 1s made public today. A large part of 
the report is devoted to statistics of an un- 
interesting character. Between January, 
1886, and June, 1887, 15,852 persons were 
examined, 10,846 of whom successfully 
passed. The percentage of failure was 34 
for males and 18 for females. Of the suc- 
cessful applicants 4443 have received ap- 
pointments. The report recommends an 
extension of the classified service to em- 
brace employés of the railway mail service, 
field employés of the Indian and Labor bu- 
reau and graced clerks in the Quartermas- 
ter-General’s office and Ward Department. 
The report concludes with a statement of 
the practical effects of the Civil Service 
Act and rules, ‘lhe conditions existing in 
the civil service before the approval of the 
act and the improvement in the service un- 
der the law, and rules are reviewed and ob- 
jections to the law stated and answered at 
some length. Among the concluding para- 
graphs of the report is the following: 

“The Civil Service Act has been in force 
now over four years, partof the time under 
ene party, and part under that of another. 
That there had been accomplished in execu- 
tion all that its sanguine friends expected 
is not claimed, but it may be said that in 
the results of its execution is shown the 
wisdom of the principle of divorcing sub- 
ordinate officers of the Government from 
politics and elections, and making continu- 
ance in office dependent not upon party 
service, but upon merit and good behavior. 
In this respect the law has produced results 
which are not extravagantly described as. 

The report was prepared by Commis- 
sioner Oberly, and is signed by the three 
members of the coinmission, Mr. Lyman 
dissenting from the regulation of 1887 re- 
quiring certification to the head of an office 
of the whole list of eligibles for promotion. 


SOME APPROPRIATIONS. 


Items That Swell the Sundry Civil 
Appropriation Bilis. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Prese.] The Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bill, reported to the Senate today, 
has been increased by the Senate commit- 
tee from $23,300,000 to $27,300,000, but is still 
$650,000 less than the estimates. It exceeds 
last year’s bill by nearly $5,000,000. The 
following are the increases or new appro- 
priations for lighthouse: At the Statue of 
Liberty, Bedloe’s Island, New York, and 
for completing the pedestal and approaches, 
$50,000; Point Loma, Cal., $80,070; Ballast 
Point, Cal., #25,000; Umpqua River, Or., 
$80,000; Astoria, Or., $15,000. The follow- 
ing are among the more important miscel- 
laneous items of appropriation in the bill: 
For an international survey of the Mexi- 
can boundary line, the work to be done by 
army officers, $10,000; public library build- 
ing at Washington, $1,000,000; the Library 
Commission is abolished and the work is 
placed under the practical charge of the 
Chief of Engineers; Denver military post, 
$100,000. In respect to the Rebellion rec- 
ords a proviso is inserted that hereafter be- 
forethe publication of any volume of said 
records the manuscript copy shall be sub- 
mitted by the Secretary of War to a com- 
mittee, to be selecied by him, who shail 
certify that the volume contains only con- 
temporaneous Official records of the War of 
the Kebellion. For a wagon road from 
Pike’s Peak military reservation to the sig- 
pai station, $10,000; for additional build- 
ings of the Pacific branch of the Soldiers’ 
National Home in California, $100,000; 
additional barracks for northwestern, south- 
western branch Soldiers’ homes,

WASHINGTON NOTES. 


Scope of the Contract Labor Inquiry 
—More Vetoes. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press. The Select House Committee 
on the Importation of Contract and Pauper 
‘Labor will first visit New York and Boston, 
and later in the season will, probably, pro- 
ceed to San Francisco to inquire into the 
Chinese labor question. Mr. Morrow of 
California, a member of the committee, 
says that the operation of the 
committee will not in any way 
be allowed to affect the prompt action of 
Congress upon the pending bill to give 
effect to the new Chinese treaty, but will 
be mainly devoted to the ascertainment of 
facts attending the importing of Chinese 
labor through the British Columbia frontier. 
This will probably necessitate a visit by the 
committee to Port Townsend, and if the 
allegations are borne out to the satisfaction 
of thecommittee, it is expected that a rec- 
ommendation will be made that negotia- 
tions be commenced with the Government 
of Great Britain looking to the imposition 
of proper restrictions on this kind of immi- 
gration. | 

FOUR MORE VETOES. 

The President today vetoed four private 
pension bills. The first granted a pension 
to the widow of John Herbst, who enlisted 
in 1862. In August, 1864, he was captured 
by the enemy. After his capture he joined 
the Confederate forces, and was recaptured 
by the Union army, and then explained 
that he deserted to the enemy to escape the 
hardship of prison life, and was released 
and mustered out October 11, 1865. The 
disability for which -his widow now asks 
for a pension, the President says, quite 
likely resulted from exposure in the Con- 
federate army, and adds: “The greatest 
possible sympathy and consideration are 
due to those who bravely fought, and, being 
captured, as bravely languished in rebel 
prisons, I will take no part in putting on 
the pension roll, which represents, Union

The conferees on the River and Harbor 
Billseem to have reached an irpassable 
barrier and will probably report a disagree- 
ment, The items in ~~ are the Port- 
age Lake Canal, Beaver River (Pa.) dams, 
and the Monongahela (Green and Barren 
Rivers) improvement. The House confer- 
ees express willingness to accept the Sen- 
ate pruposition to purchase the Green and 
Barren property, but held out sturdily 
against the others. 

Favorable action was taken by the House 
Committee on Military Alfairs on Mr. Lee’s 
resolution calling on the Secretary of the 
Interior for information relative tu the ap- 
plications for pensions of officers of the 
United States Navy and Marine Corps, who 
senved ho..orably through the Mexican war, 
but whose names were dropped from the 
rolls because of their action in joining the 
Confederate forces.

Public Installations at Masonic Hall 
Last vening. 

The public installation exercises of St. 
Elmo Lodge, No. 238, and Southern Cali- 
fornia Lodge, No. 191, A.O.U.W., were held 
last evening, at Masonic Hall, on Spring 
street, under the supervision of Grand 
Master Workman A. C. Bayne.

A Prayer and Conversational Meet- 
ing—The Poetry of the Bible — 
Wandering Sons of Ishmacli—Min- 
isterial Culture—The Polish Ke- 
puplic, 


One of the best prayer and conversationa 
meetings vet held took place between 8 and 
9 o'clock Tuesday morning, conducted by 
Dr. Bresee. Many lessons of spiritual profit 
are to be learned at these meetings from the 
varied experiences related, and the meet- 
ings are a grand preparation of the people 
for the reception of the Pentecost, which all 
are looking for at the coming camp-meet- 
ing. 

From 9 to 10 o’clock the Bible-training 
class was addressed by Rev. P. H. Bodkin, 
A.M., of Los Angeles, on ‘The Bibie; Its 
Poetry.” 

The speaker, introducing his subject, said 
that the popular idea of poetry is thata 
composition must have some jingle and 


rhyme, and that the verses should be | 


trimmed down touniformity. Nothing 1s 
_ farther from the truth. Rhyme and meter 

is no more a sign of true poetry than gilded 

binding 1s of agreat book. An old Latin 
professor once remarked to an aspiring 
poetic genius in a college that his poetry 
always sounded like 
“The dog went out te gnaw tho bone, 
The cat sat down and gnawed alone.” 

True poetry, he said, is the product of the 
imagination and the emotions and is an ex- 
alted species of eloquence. It is a universal 

henomenon of all nations that the earliest 

orm in which the thoughts and feelings of 
a people find utterance is the poetic. Prose 
is an afterthought. The poetic features of 
the Hebrew scriptures are very marked and 
striking. The whoie Bible is full of poetry 
in one sense, and this constitutes one of its 
chief charms. It contains that essence of 
true poetry which impels us to read it again 
and again. 

The Hebrew ple had the true poetic 
temperament. They were impulsive, im- 
 aginative, and dweltin a land full of nat- 
ural beauties, besides taking an active part 
in the most sublime events in the history of 


the race. 

The Bibie is not only poetic in the ex- 
alted character of its subject matter, but 
also in the vigor and beauty of its imagery. 
There are special books in the Bible which 
are distinctively poetical, viz., Job, Psalms, 
Proverbs, Ecclesiastics, Songs of Solomon 
and the lamentations of Jeremiah. All of 
— in the original tongué have the poetic 

orm. ~ 

We borrow our notions of poetry from the 
Greeks aad the Romans. 

A lengthy disquisition was entered into 
by the speaker upon the true form of 
“poetry and the essential requirements of 
true poetry, largely illustrated by selections 
from the Bible in verification of his re- 
marks. One remarkable feature of Hebrew 
poetry, the speaker said, is that of the three 
great divisions of poetry, epic, dramatic 
and lyric, the latter predominates among 
their writings.. The Hebrews were singers, 
and their sacred lyrics are surpassed by 
those of no nation on earth. With two ex- 
ceptions the puetic books of the Bible be- 
long to one family, that of David. Psalms, 
Proverbs, Ecclesistics and Songsof Solo- 
mon are all the product of what might be 
= termed the golden age of Israelitish 

istory. The Bible is full of true poetry; 
its stirring themes, exalted imagery an 
elevated style mark it as the grandest pro- 
duction of the human mind; but the un- 
aided and uninspired heart of man could 
never have given’birth to such undying 
truths nor furnished a work to withstand 
the accumulated hatred, scorn and persecu- 
tien of infidel, atheist and fanatical perse- 


cution. 

At 10 o’clock the people began to flock 
into the Tabernacie to hear the lecture of 
‘J. Arbeely of New Yerk city: 
of Ishmael; or, the Be- 
douin Arabs.” The lecture contained a 
brief sketcn of the origin of the Arabs, 
their history, religion, political, socia: and 
moral, their contributions to the civiliza- 
tion of the world socially, educationally 
and scientifically speaking, their religious 
customs as compared with tiie patriarchs of 
old, and their patriarchal customs; an ac- 
count of a visit paid a year ago to one of 
the greatest tribes of Bedouin Arabs in the 
world, during which he enjoyed the proy- 
erbia! hospitality such as we have heard de 
scribed in the times of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob, and enjoyed the romantic experience 
of desert life among the most hospitable 

ple in the world. His observa- 
ions of their beautiful language, 
their sublime virtues, such as hospitality, 
good faith, ioftiness of character, 
and above aii the sacreaness of their regard 
to their guests’ treatment was novel and en- 
tertaining. 

The pleasures of Bedouin life, such as 
the falcon hunt, the ostrich and gazelle 
hunt, their wonderful feats of horseman- 
ship, and the feast which he attended, got- 
ten up especially for the speaker, at which 
the lecturer obtained an idea of their mu- 
sie, song and try, and the performance 
of one of their greatest feats of swords- 
manship, which he practically illustrated 
upon the stage with genuine Damascus 
blades and bucklers, assisted by his broth- 
ers, Dr. A. J. Arbéely of Los Angeles, and 
Mr.K.J.Arbeely. ‘Lhe lecturer is a native of 
Damascus, Syria, of dark-complexion, of 
medium stature, and pleasing countenance. 
His father was the first teacher to the 
Christian missionaries sent to Syria and 
Palestine, and was president of the Greek 
college in Beyrout. The lecturer speaks 
fluently in nine different languages—Ar- 
abic, French, German, Italian, modern 
Greek, ‘Turkish, Hebrew and English. He 
Was at one time Consul to Jerusalem, and 
has lectured in London, Liverpool, Con- 
stantinople, and all the leading cities in 
the States, and was for some time professor 
of French in Maryville College, Tennessee, 

The tent which was erected on the 
is composed of genuine camel’s and goat’s 
_ hair, woven by the women in the Bedouin 
tribe, under the eye and personal supervis- 

ion of Mr. Arbeely. 

The lecturer was introduced by Rey. Cole, 
He said: The time alloted for the lecture 
is too short for a full description ef what I 
have to show and tell you. 

We are all, he said, familiar with the 
story of Ishmael and Hagar- Abraham and 
Sarah and the terribie sufferings of Ishmael 
and Hagar as related in the Bible. Arabs 
are divided into two classes, Their cus- 
toms are the same as 1000 yearsago, They 
are a nation of shepherds, as their fathers 
were. 

A few points of interest toa traveler 
were then given by the lecturer. 

Intellectual! the Arabs are 
a blessing. heir universities are wel] 
known. Their geniusis marvelous, They 
have fallen short in religiousand social 
progress. They are a wonderful people, 
and think not of the morrow. We are told 
by Weston Phelps that when the Latins 
had only two institutions of learning, the 
Arabs had 72 libraries, containing 600 books 
of science. Their contributions to science 
and pharmacy are well known. In follow- 
ing them to the wilderness, we find that 
they were the first astronomers, and antique 
names of Arabs will be found among the 
works of astronomy. 

Touching their history in natural science, 
mathematics and chemistry, we find them 
noted. Algebra is an Arabic word. 

They are earnest in their acquisition of 
knowledge. The most interesting book in 
medicine was translated from Arabic into 
Latin, and wasin use in our universities, 
The Arabs flourished everywhere. If you 
meet an Arab and speak to him you will 
notice his language is of mest beautiful ex- 

ion, his niceties of language are won- 

erful. You cannot but be enthused at the 

flow of language and eloquence that char- 
acterize them. 

There is everywhere an ignorance of the 
true condition of the Arabs today. 

Their religion is Mohammedanism. I 
met some eight months agoin Damascus, a 
chief of an important tribe in Arabia. His 
history was full of richness and interest, 
and an invitation was extended to us to 
pay him a visit. J] felt doubtful. about my 
safety, owing the continual warfare 
among them, but my fears were dispelled 
by his promise of protection. 

Myseif and family paid them a visit. We 
went there under dhe -protection of the 
chief’s son. I observed in them that char- 
acteristic shortness of speech that causes 
one to fear the Arab. A camel was sent for 
the parpoee of conveying us on our journey. 
1 went in the Arabic garb, and we traveled 

We had not gone more 


‘day and night. 
than days bu our journey when we: 


A 


saw a cloud of dust on the hori- 
zon, _which caused us all to 
fear. We prepared what arms we had for 
astruggie. By and by we were questioned 
as to who we were, but our guide refused 
to tell. Seeing our arms. he asked us if we 
had any tobacco, (This was asked for to 
see if there is fear shown in the voice, and 
if there be, they would fall in and attack 
the party.) We hesitated about attackin 

the party, but by and by our guide foun 

that the two parties were allies, not ene- 
mies. ‘This party turned about and escorted 
us far on our journey. 

The respect for their guests is proverbial 
of the Arabs. When bread and salt are 
eaten between an Arab and any one else 
an everlasting friendship is formed. On 
our journey we camped some nichts, and 
we always kept alternate watches. We 
always told what time it was by the stars. 

On approaching our host’s land we were 
met by 200 of the tribe on fine Arabian 
chargers. We tound them, on arrival, in 
tents similar to the one on the stage. The 
tent was described by the lecturer. The 
tents covered a great area. 1 saw came! 
herds and numbers of sheeps as far as the 
eye could reach. The shepherds play ona 
musical instrument, the psulter, an instra- 
ment upon which the lecturer played by 
way of illustration. A brief tune was given 
as asample of their sougs. They sit tailor 
fashion when they sing, and their facial 
expression was exhibited by the lecturer, 
which he said constituted the principal part 
of their music. Their right hand is always 
placed upon their right temple while sing- 
ing. The lecturer and his brother then 
sang a duet as further illustration. Every 
tribe has a tent exclusively devoted to 
its guests, 

I have had access to many of their best 
libraries, and 1 have been astonished. Their 
hospitality is so extreme that they give 
away more than they can afford. A woman 
in Arabic garb was introduced to the audi- 
ence. The outer garment is a cloak, reach- 
ing to the feet, while a scarlet kerchief is 
round the neck, and the head is covered. 
An Arab man, with bare arms and varied- 
hued garments, was shown. In all there 
were upon the platform three Arab men, 
two women in Arabic garb and one little 
boy dressed asan Arab. Nobody laughed 
at your blunders, because they were too 
polite to take notice of mistakes. The lec- 
turer promised to illustrate their dancing 
on some other occasion, 

During the proceedings of the alliance a 
vivid descriptioa of a murder and the arrest 
and trial of the offender was given. An 
oath amongst them consists of swearing by 
holding a stick in the hand. An exhibition 
of swordsmanship was given upon the 
stage with Damascus swords and shields. 
Every Mohammedan’s religion 1s tobea 
swordsman. ‘The waving of the hands in 
various gestures had a meaning, which 
there was no time to explain. Swords were 
exchanged by the combatants, showing 
their friendliness, 

This clused the morning proceedings, and 
the audience reluctantly left the Tabernacle, 
after examining the many curios which 
were exhibited on the platform. 


Afternoon Session. 

At 2 o’clock the pastors’ college met to 
discuss the various topics laid down in the 
programme: “The Ministerin the Study,” 
“The Minister in the Pulpit” and “‘The Du- 
ties of a Minister to His Successor and 
Predecessor,” 

Before entering upon the discussion of 
the varied topics, Prof. F. B. Cherington, 
D.D., of the Maclay College of Theology, 
eee address on ‘‘Ministerial Cul- 

ure 


There is, the speaker said, an increased 
demand as we advance in life for attention 
to ministerial culture, and we will en- 
aeavor to iook at some of the characteristics 
of what seems to us the best type of it. 
First, it must be practical. Such an ex- 
pression is very elastic, every man having 
his own notion as to its meaning. A 
Scotch professor in a theological school al- 
do addressed a newclass as follows: 
“Young gentlemen, ye need three things in 
order to make ye goud preachers: First, 
the grace of God, that ye must pray for; 
second, a good education, that we will en- 
deavor ad ye in the way of getting here ; 
third, g common sense an plenty 0’ it. 
and if ye did not bring that wi’ ye, betake 
yourselves hence immediately.” While it 
is true you cannot make practical men out 
of some material, yet with the average man 
very much depends upon the character of 
his training. Men of practical ideas are 
especially needed as instructors, and these 
instructors must keep abreast of the 
times. The downfal! of institutions of 
learning that turn out men who spend 
as much time forgetting what they 
learned as it took them to learn it shouid 
be prayed for. Any 100 graduates of our 
theological universities will compare favor- 
ably with any 100 graduates from any med- 
ical or any other coliege. There is, how- 
ever, a constantly widening chasm between 
the church and the lower classes. 

Ministerial culture dewandei by the 
times must not microscopic. Jolieze 
students have allf/heard the story of the 
Latin professor who had spent his whole 
life studying tb® noun declensions, and 
when dying path@tically remarked that his 
only regret was he had not contined himself 
to the dative case. 

That sort of scholarship is not to be -de- 
spised. It has done much to promote real 
knowledge. Excessive attention to niceties 
of logical distinctions, subtieties of meta- 
physics, may all be well enough for those 
engaged in other than pastoral duties, but 
holding as we do that man is cursed through 
and through for time and eternity by a 
moral disease the gospel alone can heal, 
and that the minister’s chief work is to rep- 
resent and apply that remedy, we are 
forced to believe the demands of the hour 
are for education. We would not 
advocate an education that would 
render men ill-balanced, but an education 
in every branch of knowledge that can 
broaden the view, discipline the faculties 
and enrich the intellectual equipments of 
the minister. 

lt must not be too exclusively intellect- 
ual. Anything that makes inroads upon 
the spirituality of the ministry is to be dep- 
recated and guarded against. Ivitellectual 
culture and attainments are only means to 
au end, and that end the ingathering and 
Spiritual upbuilding of souls. Fine, deli- 
cate, keen as the temper of a razor’s edge 
must be kept the edge of the minister’s spir- 
ituality. At whatever other point he fails, 
he must not fail in this. 

It must not be too technically theological. 
A panes atthe State church of Germany 
will illustrate the point. You will find in 
the sermons of their representative preacb- 
ers elaborate aud strung statements of theo- 
logical distinctiens and definitions, but very 
little that stirs men in any way; very littie 
that either makes men better or awakens 
in them a desire to be better. ~ 

We want that sort of training which will 
enable men to grasp firmly the great essen- 
tial doctrines of tne Bible and set them 
forth with clearness, strength and attract- 
iveness. it must not negivct the persunal 
habits of the minister. 

The minister must be a gentleman.. It is 
his business to go into the heart of the fam- 
ily life of his parish. He should, therefore, 
be free from objectionable habits. In all 
that pertains to personal appearances he 
should be a gentleman. neither dude nor 
sloven in appearance. If Peter Carwright 
and men of his stamp were here today they 
would be compelied to civilize themselves 
or be located. Boors, bears and savages 
are not wanted and will not be tolerated by 
the people in these days. 

lt must not neglect the social side of 
man. The Master himself in many beauti- 
tiful and striking instances showed that the 
social life may be utilized as a means of 
saying men. He visited the homes of pub- 
ligans, sinners, scribes, Pharisees, always 
genial and willing in manner, yet never 
with error or evila single 
hairbreadth. lf a minister be lacking in 
social qualities his training ought to be di- 
rected toward the development of them. It 
must not negiecttraining in business forms. 
Book-keeping should be added to the cur- 
riculum of our theological colleges. There 
is lamentable need of training in this line 
amongst our ministers. Some consider this 
a matter of indifference, but itis a very in- 
portant factor in a minister’s life. - 

It must not neglect the sympathetic quali- 
ties. The sympathy of the minister must 
be ever warm and tender. He is the one to 
whom the stricken, sinitten and afflicted of 
his flock turn, naturally feeling that they 
can of right claim his sympathy, if nothing 
more. If he do not respond the disap- 
ointment is bitter. . 

lt must not fail to awaken interest in the 

eatand current movements of the day. 

t must not fail to make the Bible a:iving 
book to the man. But, more than all these, 
it must not neglect the spiritual side of the 
man. The minister stands up before men 
to persuade them to accept truths which 
war against eve.y evil appetite, passion and 
propensity within them. Pleads with them 


to make achange in their views. But no | Young,” Clarence McKee of East Los An- 


minister can successfully preach unless he 
is thoroughly equipped with all the mu- 
nitions of education. 

The Rev. Charles Leach, B.D., of Lom- 
poc, Cal., presented a paper on “The Duty 
of @ Minister to His Predecessor and Suc- 
cessor.” 

The interest he thought would not be as 
intense in this topic since the action of the 
general conference in yomeeeen the pastor- 
ate to five years, but there would always ve 
a pastor “out, in and coming.’’ They should 
not be in the way ofeach other any more 
than three figures in arew. / They are one 
in aim and work, 

Pastors are agents for the church and 
should transfer their office and duties with- 
out complaint or revelations, and accept 
themin the same way. Complaints and 
revelations “7 make defects prominent. 

It is a great delight to meet a colaborer in 
the same field of labor and talk over old 
times and present prospects. It is as the 
news of a victory and the, close of a baitle 
— he began and the realization of 
ideals. 

Pray for and speak well of the one who 
has moved on. Dull not thesword of any 
man by a disparaging remark, whether 
with or without cause. Every charge is 
looking for the perfect man er ‘‘perfect fit,”’ 
and you will please the friends of the re- 
tiring pastor, retain them and make your 
own, and thus come nearer to a perfect fit. 

The word “successor” in the Methodist 
history does not have that ominous sound 
that it does in secular history. The 
preacher who follows does not take the 
crown, wield the scepter for himseif, but 
also for his predecessor. 

The pastor going should provide some 
temporal conveniences for the pastor com- 
ing. He should leave a good church 
record by which he could introduce himself 
to his new parishioners. He need not tell 
the new pastor of the peculiarities and 
crookedness of the members. He may find 
that out for himself too soon to his sorrow.

and not fulsome eulogy. here are no 
tramps in the Methodist ministry. The 
character of each being pene in open con- 
ference. Ambition ought to be helpful and 
not destructive. ‘‘Vaulting ambition o’er 
leaps itself and falls on to this side.””

At 8 o’clock Col. Sobieski of Missouri was 
introdneed and delivered his lecture on 
“The Polish Republic.” 

Col. Sobieski began by saying that a 
nation is like an individual, as soon as it 
passes from existeace it is soon forgotten 
by men. A little over 100 years ago Poland 
was one of the most powerful nations of the 
world. In arts, in arms, in territory, it 
stood at the front. But a little over 100 
years have passed since it ceased to be a 
nation, and how few are there who are ac- 

uainted with its once importance. Col. 
Sobieski then spoke of the peculiar consti- 
tution at the time of the establishment of 
the Republic in 1572. Polish people seem to 
have hada glimmer only of free iustitu- 
tions. They seem tohave had an idea of 
overning, but not of being governed. 

ence they founded a republic on the unit 
rule. They ordained in their constitution 
that the King must be elected 
unanimeus vote of the nobility. 
should possess no kingly autbority, but 
be simply the executive officer of 
the Kepublic. All laws were to be enacted 
by the Diet by unanimous vote, and the 
constitution prescribed universal religious 
toleration. All faiths, all religions, stood 
equal before the law; but, he said, one and 
the only foul blot upon her fair-famed this- 
tory was her system of serfdom, by which 
almost two-thirds of the whole peeple were 
serfs, and Poland, the last hnndred years, 
paid the penalty for this awfui crime. He 
then spoke of her achievements at arms, 
and showed how, for two centuriés, she was 
the defender of the Christian faith against 
the powers of Mahomet, fighting more than 
200 battles in defense ot the cross. He gave 
a description of the last battle that was 
fought between Christians and the followers 
of Mahomet. Mahomet [V, with 400,000 
men, besieged Vienna. When Vienna had 
reached her last extremity, when her starved 
people, plague-stricken, and her walls 
crumbling before the Mohammedan host, 
and when her commander announced 
that he must open negotiations for the sur- 
render of the city, when all at once, on the 
morning of the 12th of September, 1683, 
Poland’s great King, John Sobieski, ap- 
peared before the beleagured city, de- 
scended upon the infidel host like ascourge 
of God, struck them with the power of an 
avalancke, and in two hours’ time ground 
them to powder; when that mighty host 
fled in terror before the face of Poland’s 
great King, leaving behind them ali their 
camp equipage, their gold, silver. diamonds 
and precious stones, which . they had 
to adoro their triumphant entry 
into Rome, never stopping in their flight 
until they reached the berders of Hungary, 
never again to undertake to conquer Christ- 
endom. -Col.. Sobieski then spoke of the 
events thatled to the overthrow of the Re- 
public, the ambition of Frederick the Great 
and Empress of Russia. Upon their heads 
lay the aening deed of the overthrow of 
Poland. He then proceeded to speak of 
the Congress of Vienna in 1815, when the 
great powers promised constitutional rights 
to Poland. Every one of the guarantees 
were broken. It was in this condition of 
affairs wheao, in 1830, a handful of students 
precipitated the great patriotic uprising of 
that year. He xgave a thrilling account of 
the great battle fought at Warsaw in Feb- 
ruary, 1831, when the Polish army of 45,000, 
poorly armed, met the Russian army of 
142,000 infantry, 67,000 cavairy and 300 
pieces of artiliery, and in a contest of 12 
hours vanquished this mighty host and 
drove them from the field. e then de- 
scribed ima heart-rending manner the ter- 
rible acts of repression adopted by the Rus- 
sian Guvernment after this patriotic up- 
rising. ln one year 40,000 Poles, men and 
women, either perished upon the scaffold or 


in prison or were sent to die in the oe | 


mines of Siberia. He then gavean accoun 
of the uprising in 1846, in which his father 
participated; gave a description of the visit 
to the prison of his father the day before 
his execution, the confiscation of their es- 
tate and the banishment of himself and 
mother from the territory of Russia, He 
then gave a description of the condition of 
Poland today and the terrible manner in 
which Russia exercises her sway over that 
unfortunate people. He then took up Ninhil- 
ism, pictured the condition of Russia and 
deciared that Nihilism, so-called, was only 
the attempt of the enlightened, the humane, 
the educated and the better part of Russia 
to regenerate that country from her present 
terrible despotism. He predicted its ulti- 
mate snecess. He said aday would come 
when these oppressed masses would rise, 
sword in hand, and then there would be a 
page of history written that man would 
tremble as he read itin future ages. He 
closed his address with a portraiture of 
liberty, predicting its ultimate triumph 
when man’s inhumanity would cease an 
when liberty, justice and fraternity would 
triumph.

THE SHOOTER ARRAIGNED. 


Two Charges of Assault to Murder 
Against Gambler Wicks. 
Fisher, alias ‘‘Butch,” the man who was 


first assaulted by Harry. Wicks, before the 


shooting of the gambler, Arad Howe, in 
front of McGinnis’s saloon, Monday night, 
appeared before Justice King yesterday 
afternoon and swore to two complaints, 
charging Wicks with assault to commit 
murder upon both himself and Howe. 
Fisher says that Wicks first attempted to 
shoot him in the alleyway next to the 
saloon, and that he did fire one shot, when 
Howe interfered to protect him, when 
Wicks turned his pistol on Howe and fired 
two shots. Fisher looks somewhat bat- 
tered, baying been struck between the eyes 
and also on the side of the head, which 
somewhat disfigured him. 

Later in the afterncon Wicks was 
brought. before Justice King and arraigned. 
He appeare? unconcerned about the matter, 
and will claim that the shooting was done 
in self-defense. The detectives say that 
Wicks is a “bad” man, and has quite 4 
record, being generally known in this city 
asthe “bad man from Denver.” Justice 
King set the 4th for the preliminary ex- 
amination, and fixed bail at $1000, in de- 
fault of which Wicks was sent to jail. 

Arad Howe, the wounded man, passed a 
good day yesterday, and last evening ap-

of the eral run oceurs, he will probably 
recover,” ‘He is very cheerful, and does not 
seem to worry much over the final outcome, 
one way or the other.

W. M. Ryan was 
one of the chief movers, and he or his 
friends gave out that Mr. Ryan was an iron 
operator of large wealth. The company 
opened an office on First street after the 
style of a flourishing banking house. They 
cut a big swell for the space of about tnree 
months, when Tuer Times smelt a mice,

company, came to the city, and the office 
was closed up. Mr. Gird assumed adver- 
tising and other debts contracted by the 
bogus managers and paid them, although 
not obligated strictly to do so. It 
then transpired that the furniture 
and office fixtures had not been 
paid for, and the Sheriff took possession of 
the whole outfit. About this time Mr. 
Ryan was arrested on a charge of having 
otten the best of a German who owned a 
ttle milk ranch a few miles from the city.

But he was tried and 
acquitted, and nothing more was heard of 
him until Detective F. M. Garrett, who was 
at that time on the Mayor’s force, began to 
investigate Mr. Kyan’s eastern record.

Cuddy and Company. 


This gambling question is a very un- 
pleasant one to have to recur to so fre- 
quently. It is, however, no use ignor- 
ing a sore, either physical or social, 
because it is an unpleasant thing to 
look upon. It must be cured, or death 
will ensue—physical death or social 
disintegration. Gambling itself, though 
a most pernicious and demoralizing 
practice, is not so bad as the corrup- 
tion which follows in its train—the 
bribery and perjury and malfeasance 
in office which undermine and destroy 
good government. 

Many citizens who have hitherto dis- 
credited the charges of corruption 
made against the police department in 
connection with the gambling ques- 
tion, now begin to admit that there 
must be some trutb in these charges, 
founding their belief in the excessive 
anxiety which is displayed by the 
friends of the suspected parties to 
avoid an investigation. Commenting 
on Monday’s proceedings in the Coun- 
cil, when a direct charge of bribery 
was made against the Chief of Police, 
the Herald publishes over a column of 
vehement and spiteful denunciation, 
directed against all who are in any 
way connected with the formulating or 
hearing of the charge, referring to the 
Council’s action as “‘one of the most 
outrageous proceedings that ever oc- 
curred in this or any other city.’’ ‘“‘The 
action of some of the members of the 
Counci! spread like wildfire through the 
town,” says the Herald, and there was 
universal execration of the man who 
had dared to translate the charge into 
English. 

Now, what does all this mean ? Why 
all this terrible excitement, indigna- 


.|tion and abuse, because the Council 


has done its manifest duty in provid- 
ing)for an investigation into a charge 
brought before it, regarding the exist- 
ence of an evil which has been ano open 
secret for a long time past? While 
Mr. Cuddy pretends to court investiga- 
tion, why do his particular friends, 
Mr. Barrett and the Herald, use every 
parliamentary and unparliamentary 
means to prevent such investigation ? 
Is this the course which would be 
adopted by conscious innocence? 
Scearcely! Mr. Cuddy’s friends are 
very indiscreest. He should call them 
off. Their action has determined the 
citizens that the investigation shall not 
stop until the matter has been probed 
to the bottom, despite Mr. Barrett’s 
resolutions and the Herald’s ravings. 

It is plain that if any developments 
of importance are to be obtained trom 
this clue they must be literally dug up 
by the Council’s committee. And 
there’s the rub! Does anybody who 
supposes that Chief of Police Cuddy is 
venial enough to accept bribe money 
from Chinese gamblers think that he 
would be fool enough to give a receipt 
for it? Or does anybody think that 
the Chinese go-betweens would have 
any story to tell? In any event it will 
be a most difficult matter to bring the 
bribery home to any responsible official, 
head owhand. 

We cannot resist the belief that 
Chief Cuddy’s backersin the Council 
showed a lamentable lack of tact when 
they raised such a terrible to-do about 
the Chinese memorial, and endeavored 
by all sorts of parliamentary jugglery 
and obstruction to preclude 
an investigation. Mr. Cuddy him- 
self was far more diplomatic when 
he appeared before the Coancil and 
with much suavity affected to court an 
investigation. Had he been an official 
as high-minded as he would like to 
appear, he would have demanded an 
investigation a long time ago, without 
waiting to have it forced upon him, 
but that is neither here nor there. His 
best policy is to carry it off with a 
good grace, now that the investigation 
is inevitable. 

Were we allowed to offer a sugges- 
tion to the Council’s investigating com- 
mittee, it would be that the alleged 
corruption be probed as thoroughly as 
detective talent can probe it, and that 
the best possible preliminaries thereto 
would be, first, the procurement of affi- 
davits from those who have paid cor- 
ruption money; second, the arrest and 
vigorous prosecution of the three 
Chinamen who collected such funds 
from them. If Mr. Cuddy is in fact 
guilty, he can never be convicted un- 
less somebody “‘squeals.”’ 

If, on the other hand, Mr. Cuddy 


appearing culpable, then his vindica- 
tion will aniount to something. As 
the matter now stands, the public : has 
its own, ideas, and it would be a marked 
advantage to Mr. Cuddy to have some 
of those ideas cleared away.

He must 
be capable, industrious aud courage- 
ous—especially courageous. <A dis- 
trict attorney without couragé, no 
matter how much ability he may pos- 
sess, is practically useless. There is a 
splendid opportunity here for a good 
man to distinguish himself and make 
a lasting reputation as District Attor- 
ney of Los Angeles county. Whoshall 
it be? 

ANOTHER horrible dynamite plot has 
been unearthed in Chicago. It is a sad 
commentary upon human nature and 
modern civilization that such cold- 
blooded wholesale xnurders can be de- 
liberately planned in this free country, 
where every man has a share in the 
making of the laws. One of the les- 
sons which these crimes teach is the ab- 
solute necessity for the placing of some 
restriction upon the character of immi- 
gration which.is now pouring into this 
country. Our immense size and 
strength give usa powerful digestion, 
but it is a very serious question whether 
we are not at present receiving more 
raw material, in the shape of question- 
able immigrants, than we can absorb. 


CoUNCILMAN BARRETT claims to 
have told the Chief of Police when he 
was appointed, partly through Mr. Bar- 
rett’s influence, that he—Barrett— 
would be the first to oppose him if he 
were foand guilty of dereliction of 
duty. Mr. Barrett also claims to be in 
favor of arresting the Chinese go-be- 
tweens, and thus arriving at the true 
facts in the bribery business. It is un- 
fortunate for Mr. Barrett that he 
should succeed in creating the impres- 
sion by his actions that he is entirely op- 
posed to any investigation of this mat- 
ter.

Wasuineton (D.C.), July 17.—By the 
Associated Press.) Senate.—Mr. Teller 
said he was not well enough to speak on the 
fisheries question today.

the first section of this act shall bar the 
right of recovery, provided that all suits

ANARCHISTS AGAIN. 


A Hideous Plot Unearthed 
at Chicago. 


The Haymarket Gang Plan to Avyenge ..... 


Their. Leaders’ Deaths, 


Conspiracy to Blow Up the Houses of 
Judge Gary and Others. — 


One of the Miscreants Becomes Horror-stricken at 
the Diabolical Work Assigned to Him and 
Squeals to the Polics—Three Are 
rests Made. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHicaGco, July 17.~—[By the Associated 
Press.) By a bold, timely action, Inspector 
Bonfield this morning probably saved the 
lives of himself and Judges Gary and Grin- 
nell. Ina small frame house near Ashland 
avenue and Thirty-third street were found 
12 dynamite bombs, a revolver and knife, 
and as the owner of ‘the articles stepped to 
the siaewalk he was arrested by Bonfield in 
person and: taken to the police station. 
‘Two other arrests were made, Later, when 
questioned as to what the prisoners in- 
tended to do, Benfield confined himself to 
Saying that there was a conspiracy of long 
Standing, and it was about to be put into 
execution. “They intended to use dyna- 
mite on Judge Gary, Judge Grinnell and 
myself.” The chief prisoner is an old-time 
Anarchist, and was prominent in the 
schemes of Haymarket times. 

Before making the arrest Bonfield had the 
house surrounded by five picked officers. 
Just as daylight was breaking, the Luspector 
was joined in the vicinity by a stranger, 
and a few moments later a man emerged 
from the house, The stranger nudged Bon- 


field, and the order was given to the officers — 


to close in on the man. He made a desper- 
ate fight, but was quickly overpowered and 
placed in charge of two officers. Bonfield 
and the other officers then rushed into the 
house. They were met on the stairs by a 


woman, wife of the man who bad been cap- . 


tured, but she was brushed aside and the 
police, guided by the stranger, entered the 
hall bedroom, where, hidden away in a cor- 
ner, the Inspector found an even dozen of 
dynamite cartridges wrapped in brown pa- 
per. Further search of the roum disclosed 
hidden in a bed a large revolver and dag- 
ger. Some bundles of letters and other 
papers were also taken care of by the po- 
lice. ‘Then the patrol wagon was called 
and the prisoner was taken to the station. 
MORE ARRESTS. 

The officers next went to a house, some 
distance away, which, it is supposed, was 
3015 Quinn street. Here the two other 
arrests were made, and all these captives 
taken to the Central Station. 

Inspector Bonfield is reported to have 
said, privately, that the plot was a well- 
arranged one. About 20 determined mur- 
derers were in the conspiracy, and th 
were to meet at a certain bouse after mi 
night tovight to go to the bomes of Grinnell, 
Gary, Bonfield, Frank Walker, Gen, Stiles 
and others prominent in the prosecution of 
the Haymarket assassins, yoamite was 
to be placed beneath the houses of these, 
and the powerful explosive was to be 
touched off simultaneously. The Board of 
Trade was to be blown to the sky at the 
same time, and a wholesale reign of terror 
inaugurated. 

The names of the men arrested are 
John Kroneck, Frank Chapek and Frank 
Chebowa, all Bohemians. The first-named 
is a cabinet-maker by trade, and lives on 
Farrel! street. Chebowa is a tailor, and is: 
the informer who told the a 

“ STORY OF THE PLOT 
to a Bohemian, who in turn detailed it to 
Inspector Bonfield about 10 days ago. It 
seems that since the execution of the An- 
archists a movement was started amon 
their followers in Chicago to do business 
the old stands. lt was concluded that the 
groups as reorganized were to have no more 
than three members, with each of Ahe three 
members well acquainted with the others 
who composed the oup. When the 
groups were so formed it was thought that 
“squealing” in the ranks would become a 
lost art. The three men arrested today 
constituted a group, and in the hands of 
these was left the pleasant occupation of 
blowing up residences until the act of last 
November was considered fully wiped out 
in blood. The group had no regular meet- 
ing place, but casually met as frien 
and over a giass of beer concocted thei 
bloody schemes. lt was agreed that Grin- 
nell’s house should go up first and Judge. 
Gary’s next, and that last Saturday night | 
was the time set for carrying out the pilot. 
Inspector Bonfield was the third man 
doomed to die, but just how had not been 
fully decided upon. On July 4th Kroneck 
examined the premises of Judge Grinnell 
with a view to the habits of its occupants. 
When he reported to his companions that 
night, the enormity of the offense began to, 
dawn upon Chebowa, who made up his 
mind to ask a friend for advice. The latter 
hurried to the: police department and told 


his story. In the houses of the three men 
numerous weapons were found and enough 
dynamite to have blown up the largest 


building in the city. It is stated in this 
connection that Kroneck and Chapek were 
intimate friends of Louis Lingg, the bomb- | 
maker, and both “were arrested after the 
Haymarket riot. Chief Hubbard says there 
will be more arrests made tonight, but re- 
fuses to give further information. 
HOW THEY WERE CAPTURED, 

Inspector Bonfield told the story of thé 
plot and the capture. He said that the fact 
that a conspiracy existed came to him from 
a Bohemian on the West Side, whose name 
he declined to give. He continued: 
learned the whereabouts ef the men last 
night and secured warrants for their arrest. 
Beside Lieut. Eiliott and fourof his men 
we had two other officers along who spoke 
Bohemian. ‘The first place visited was 2952 
Farrell street, where Kroneck, chief of the 
trio, lived. We arrived there about 4 
o’clock this morning and concluded not to 
enter, but to wait for developments. The 
fellow came out about 7 o’clock and we 


arrested him without difficulty, he be- . 


ing taken entirely by surprise. His 
name was John Kroneck, and his 
ace about 30. We searched the house and 
found a small portion of dynamite. We 
also found over two dozen bombs about 
four inches long of cast iron. Lieut. 
Mahoney was then telephoned to and ar- 
rested Frank Chapek at 498 Twentieth 
street. Chapek’s house was not searched, 
Chebowa was then arrested 4 our party. 
In his custody was found eight half-pound 
packages ef dynamite labeled ‘ tna No, 
2,’ and some bombs, the same as those found 
on Farrell street. ‘the prisoners will be 
prosecuted under section 54, which pro- 
vides for a fine and from five to twenty-tive 
years for -having dynamite unlawfu in 
possession,”’ 
NOT A WIDESPREAD PLOT. 

Inspector Bonfield said tonight to an As- 
sociated Press reporter: “It is a mistake to 
suppose that the arrests today imply a wide- 
spread organization, or that pubike build- 
ings were to be blown up and a reign of ter- 
ror inaugurated. There are less than a° 
dozen persons interested, 
Bohemians, and very few of that nationalit 
aré Anarchists. It is a sort of sporadic out- 
break and an ill-natured plan by a few per-

GALESBURG (ill.), July 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.j| United States Marshal 
Marsh and two deputies brought Informer 
Bowles here this morning to test the truth 
of his story that a dynamite cartridge had 
been placed on the Burlington track north 
of here, and subsequently in consequence 
of fear of resuits it had been concealed in a 
hedge near by. Officers and railroad offi- 
cials and a number of prominent citizens 
went to the spot that Bowies indicated, and 
after considerable digging found the dyna- 
mite cartridge. It is of the Hercules kind 
and had a cap on both ends. , The cartridge 
is now in the hands of railroad officials. 

The Sheriff and others went to the home 
of George Clark, one of the leading broth- 
erhood engineers, and put him under arrest 
on a State warrant. lark made no resist- 
ance, and would say nothing save to assert 
his innocence. 

CuicaGo, July 17.—Chief Arthur said to- 
day in thecourse of a conversation that he 
‘would not and did not countenance any vio- 
lence whatever on the part of members of 
the brotherhood against the Burlington 
road. Continuing he said: “Il am very 
sorry to think that any member of our or- 
der done an overt act.

The road has 
won, but at greatexpense. The brother- 
hood has lost none of its members, but has 
gained some.”

Can he deny the fact that today in 
these same mill towns 80 per cent. of 
the book-keepers, telegraph operatorrs, 
school teachers and salesiadies are

mand for this class of labor has in- 
creased 100 per cent. in the last genera- 
tion? Is not any one of these 
avocations preferable to that of mill 
operative? ; 

The fact that their places in the mills 
have been filled by the ‘‘representatives 
of European pauper labor’’ is a most 
eloquent appeal for protection, else 
why would these paupers beggar them- 
selves to escape from the land 
of their birth, Having tad a 
personal experience of the practical 
side of free trade, this labor naturally 
seeks a field where it will receive the 
full benefits of ‘“protection,’”? and as 
statistics will prove, live better, and 
today bave on deposit in the savings 
banks of New England more money 
than they could have accumulated in a 
lifetime in the land of free trade and 
pauperism. Then, again, how many of 
tne second and third generations of 
this pauper labor continue in the mills? 
Not 10 per cent. Education does for 
them as it does for all who are willing 
to receive its benefits. Fits them for 
more remunerative positions. 

‘*Perplexed Republican’s”’ (?) claim 
that the American laborer pays 20 to 
30_per cent. more for his shirtis not 
susceptible of proof, and even admitting 
it, does he not receive an average of 50 
per cent. more for his labor? 

The white shirt which to the Ameri- 
can workingman is a necessity, is 
looked upon by his free trade brother 
as a luxury, and is worn on special 
occasions only. 

The “grinding Republican mon- 
opoly”’ which so worries this ‘‘Per- 
plexed Republican” is one of stereo- 
typed phrases, implying much and 
meaning little, used by the Demo- 
cratic party to conceal the fact that 
they desire to create an English mon- 
opoly on the ruins of American manu- 
facitures.
